BANK OF MONTREAL 
SUMMARISES CROP 


SAYS LARGE ACREAGE READY 
FOR NEXT SEASON’S 
OPENING WORK 


According to the final issue for the 
season, the Bank of Montreal crop 
Yeport shows that threshing has been 
practically completed under ideal con 
ditions, and grain deliveries are un- 
usually heavy. While the more authori. 
tative estimates all place the wheat 
yield at well over 500,000,000 bushels, 
‘it is now apparent that frost in the 
latter part of August and early 
September did more damage than was 
at. first feared and grades are dis- 
appointing as a result. In Quebec 
furmers generally have hed to con- 
tend with adverse weather: conditions 
throughout the year, and on the whole 
crops afe somewhat below average. 
in Ontario a satisfactory crop has 
been harvested although not equal to 
that of 1927. During the harvest sea- 
son the rainfall was excessive, especi 
ally in the northern and eastern sec- 
tions of the Province as a consequence 
a portion of the crop was stored in 
poor condition In the Maratime Pro- 
Vinces crops on the whole have been 
excellent, strawberries’ prevailed 
throughout a partial faiure. In British 
Columbia favourable weather pre- 
vailed throughout the growing season 
and crops generally have been satis- 
factory. 

In the Prairie Provinces an exten- 


sive acreage of summerfallow ard 


fall ploughing was prepared last year 
Seeding on a larger scale was com- 
pleted under favourable conditions. 
There was ample moisture through- 
out the summer, with excessive raia- 
fall in a few low-lying localities which 
caused damage by flooding. On the 
whole crops made rapid progress and 
growth was exceptionally heavy. 
There were scattered hailstorms 
which did damage in Alberta, more ; 
serious damage in Saskatchewan, but 
negligible loss in Manitoba. Weeds 
were prevalent. There was little rust 
evidence and loss through pests and 
disease was nominal. Hot dry weather 
ir early August brought crops along 
rapidly. Harvesting was general by 
mid August, and good progress was 


made, although rain hindered opera- |. 


tions in some districts. With the com 
pletion ‘of threshing over 225,000,000 
bushels have been delivered in

great as the quantity delivered to 
same date last year, and some 40 per 
cent greater than the previous record 
of 1923. There is a large amount of 
land ready for next year’s crop, al- 
though unusually dry weather is 
impeding fall ploughing operations in 
some districts. On the 11th of Sept- 
ember the Dominion Bureau estimat- 
cd the wheat yield at 527,332,000 
bushels and the Manitoba Free Press 
534,621,412 bushels. The North West 
Grain Dealers Association on 8th of 
October gave their estimate at 558,- 
459,600 bushels. The Dominion Bur- 
eau’s final figures for 1927 were 414,- 
919,000 bushels. The Dominion Bur- 
eau esimate the oats crop at 311,174,- 
000 bushels or 41,721,000 bushels more

REPORT OF WAINWRIGHT 


ILLUSTRATION FARM 


THIS DISTRICT RETURNED HIGH- 
- EST YIELD OF WHEAT IN 
PROVINCES IN 1927 


‘sIn commenting upon the several 
illustration farms in the province Mr 
Everest, of Lethbridge, the supervisor 
says that: for the season of 1927, Mr 
G. C. Boyd, the operator of the farm 
commenced work on the land at this 
station May 5. Moisture conditions 
throughout the season were good with 
the heaviest month's precipitation 
coming in July. This amotinted to 4.99 
inches. A very successful year was ex- 
perienced both in feed and grain 
crops. 

The five months April to August 
inclusive totalled 10.76 inches of rain 
fall and wheat cutting started August 
22 . 

’ Of the Stations in Alberta, Wain- 
wright returned the highest yield of 
wheat in 1927. : 

Garnet gave a satisfactory account 
of itself in 1927 as it did in 1926 and 
the Operator regards it as being well 
suited to second crop purposes and 
&lso sowed 75 acres to this variety 
in 1928, on spring ploughed stubble 
land. All surplus seed of Garnet was 
spoken for in the autumn 

‘From tables prepared it is noted 
that over the thrce year period west 
ern rye grass was more profitable 
fodder crop than either sunflowers or 
sweet clover. Second crop’ oats have 
given a larger profit than oats seeded 
on fallow ground because the oats on 
fallow make such a heavy growth in 
a favourable year that the crop goes 
down and cannot be harvested in a 
satisfactory condition. 

The work and appearance of this 
Station in 1927 as in previous years 
reflectéd credit upon all who have 
tc do with its conduct. The amount 
cf seed sold and the information 
scught from the operator show the 
value of the work carried on upon this

SELECTING: Tht 
BREEDING MALE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

It may seem a little early in the 
season to talk of selecting next 
spring’s breeders, but this is of such 
importance that it must be borne in} 
mind early in the season, if best re- 
sults are to be secured 

Early in the growing season the 
poultryman should have marked ‘‘for 
the block” all those chicken that had 
shown the character for slow feather 
ing or anw constitutional weakness 
There will thus be reserved for breed 
ers, only cockerels from high laying 
dams that have laid large eggs 

This latter is of great importance 
as there is unquestionably a tendency 
tc diminution in the size of the egg 
where selection has beén followed for 
high production, without due care to 
also select for size of eggs 

During the latter part of the sum- 
mer and early fall it will have been 
noticed that there were some cocker- 
els that had developed sexually very 
carly. These cockerels almost invari- 
ably finish up as “ponies” In other 
words, although they look large early 
in the season they become set in their 
growth, and do not make birds of 
normal size at maturity. Cockerels of 
that qind should not be retained as 
breeders as their offspring will have 
a tendency to mature in the same 
manner. They will lay early before 
they reach proper body growth and 
consequently lay small eggs through 
out life. 

To summarize the breeding male 
should be thes on of a high laying, 
large egg hen. He should be well 
grown, of good size for his breed, and 
above all should be vigorous. While 
vigor may be denoted in every part 
of the bird, in the broad back-deep 
body, the well set legs and general 
action and in the nérvous force, the 
paramount requirement in an egg 
breeding male, is indicated by the 
bright, prominent, piercing eye set in 
a clean cut face. 

This is the kind of male that will 
vive results — 


and a truly pleasant time was spent 
Under the management of a capable 
committee, things ,went with a vim 
and the witches and ghosts had “a 
night off!”

THE ELEVENTH 
CROP REPORT 


According to the reports received 
by the Department of Agriculture for 
the eleventh fortnightly crop report 
of the season, the Alberta crops for 
1928 is showing avery marked de- 
crease in yield and reduction in grade 
“R compared with estimates made 
Some weeks ago. Official reports to 
the Department by threshermen in all 
parts of the province show that the 
wheat crop will average approximate- 
ly ‘twenty bushels per acre, and they 

phasize the fact that the injury to 
both the yield and quality of the crop 
trom frost is more serious than was. 
apparent from earlier reports. The 
experience ‘of previous years is that 
subsequent returns will slightly re- 
duce rather than increase the first 
figures as these represent a large pro’ 
portoin of grain from summerfallow 
From a wheat acreage of 6,797,526 
acres as shown by Dominion Govern- 
ment estimate and on the basis of the 
uverage yield shown in threshers’ re- 
turns, Alberta’s wheat crop will total 
some 134,150,520 bushels It is also ap- 
parnt that as a result of the reduction 
in grade a considerable percentage of 
this year’s wheat will be retained for 
feed rather than shipped to market 

This conclusion’ as to the probable 
average yield over the entire province 
1s borne out by information secured 
on Friday from the regular corres- 
pondents of the Department and from 
cther equally reliable sources. While 
the yield for the presént’séason is 
somewhat disappointing, showing as 
it does a drop of some seven bushels 


| per acre as compared with last year’s 


phenomenal! returns, it may be point- 
ed out that the 1923 yield is still two 
jbushels| per acre in excess of the 
average for the past ten years 

The situation with regard to‘ the 
wheat crop applies to the coarse 
grains to almost the same. extent. 
Uats throughout the province will 
t.verage from 30 to 35 bushels per 
acre, barley from 20 to 25 and rye 
from 15 to 18 bushels. 

Apart from this reduction of fully 
25 per cent. from the estimates of the 
yield, made in. August, the value of 
Alberta’s 1928 crop is greatly de- 
preciated through the injury to 
ouality resulting from the frost While 
some sections have been more for- 
tunate in this regard than others, 
¢rain inspectors indicate that not 
more than 25 per cent of the wheat 
being marketed is of the contract 
grades and in many districts a large 
percentage of wheat is grading No. 6 
and feed. This reduction in quality is 
also very apparent in the case of oats 
ard in many districts some apprehen- 
sion is felt as to the seed supply for 
next year’s crop 

In the Peace River country while 
the yield is lower than anticipated 
the quality of grain is somewhat bet- 
ter than the average for the province 
in the southeastern section of the pro 
vince both yield and quality of grain 
have been less seriously reduced than ; 
in other sections, although comple- 
tion of threshing has been delayed by 
broken weather during the past week 
Grain is being marketed rapidly and 
at a number of country points dif- 
ficulty is reported in securing elevator 
«ccommodation. 

Good progress is being made with 
the sugar beet harvest in the south 
and a fairly good yield of beets with a 
fairly good yield of beets with a high 
sugar content is reported 

Due to the favorable fall, a larger 
acreage than usual has been plowed 
in readiness for the following seasons 
crop. This is particularly true in the 
northern half of the province.

~~ CONSERVING WILD BIRD: 
LIFE ON THIS CONTINENT 


CONFERENCE APPROVES BILL 
TO PROTECT WINTER FEED- 
ING GROUNDS 


The question of adequate winter 
feeding grounds for the migratory 
tird life of the North America con- 
tinent is one of vital importance to 
Canada. Migratory birds and partic- 
ularly wild water fowl which are 
hatched and raised in Canada, winter 
largely in the southern United States 
The demands of settlement and de- 
velopment have seriously reduced the 
marshland areas in the southera 
states and for some years wild life 
conservationists to the south of the 
International Boundary have been ~ 
directing attention to the serious 
shortage of winter feeding grounds 
for migratory birds. Recently a mea-

When these have been creat 
cd and with the protection at present 
provided . in both the United States 
and Canada by the terms of the Migra 
tory. Birds Treaty, bird life conserva 
tion on this continent in the opinion 
ot ornithologists will have ice ma- 
terjally advanced 

At the annual conference of ‘Inter. 
national Game and Fish Commission 
ers held in Seattle, Washington, from 
August 27 to 31 one of the important 
decisiohs reached was to support in 
principle the Norbeck: Bill. Among the 
Canadian representatives at this con 
ference were Mr Hayes Lloyd, Super- 
visor of Wild Life Department of the 
Interior Ottawa; Mr J. A. Munro, 
Chief Federal Migratory Bird Officer 
for the Western Provinces; and Mr M. 
B. Jackson, K.C., Chairman of the 
Game Conservation Board of British 
Columbia 

Another project which will have an 
important bearing on our wild bird 
life was outlined on a paper presented 
to the meeting on the work of the 
United States Biological Survey, in re 
claiming _marshes, near... Salt, Lake... 
Utah Some $300,000 is being spent in 
improving these marshes where vast 
numbers of waterfowl on their mi 
vrations to and from Canada, stop 
to rest and feed. Heretofore very ser 
isus losses of waterfowl occurred in 
these marshes owing to the unhealthy 
conditions caused by the lowering of 
the water levels. Those attending the 
Conference were of the opinion that 
a reclaimed marsh area at this stra- 
tegic point would undoubtedly result 
in a more abundant waterfowl supply 
in Western Canada 


MANY HOMESTEADS 
NOW TAKEN UP 


Vacant crown lands amounting te 
1,106,400 acres have been settled on 
11 Central and Northern Alberta since 
January 1st, 1928 according to a re- 
port compiled by E. M. Johnson, Dis 
trict Superintendent of the Land Set- 
Uemet Board, Edmonton. Of this acre 
age 231 soldier grants and 3,900 home 
steads were filed on in the Peace 
River district and 78 soldier grants 
and 1,456 homesteads were taken up 
through the Dominion Land Office at 
Edmonton. In addition to the above 
figures many new settlers have also 
purchased land from the _ railroads 
and from private owners and of these 
no record is yet available.

Whvy Supervise the 
Health of Empicyees? 

The success of faiuure of any busi- 
ness is to a large extent governed by 
the efficiency of its personnal. And 


their efficiency is in turn proportion- 


ate to their state of health. Hence 
the first consideration of any com- 
pany should be the health and well- 
being of its employes. 

In industries where a check-up of 
time losses due to illness has been 
made it has always revealed figures 
that were amazingly large. And 
equally gratifying has been the reduc- 
tion in these figures soon after the 
policy of examining all employes was 
inaugurated 

The successful operation of most 
industries is to a certain extent pro- 
portional to its labor turn-over. This 
ir necessarily reduced to a minimum 
where the health of. all employes re- 
ceives the same _ consideration. as 
the condition of the machinery 

How Examinations 
Are Conducted 

Examinations should be made twice 
a year of all employes, while each 
Lew employe is examined as soon as 
may be after entering the service of 
the company 

A list of the employes is given the 
physician and all examinations are 
made at the factory during working 
hours. In large institutions the fac- 
tory clinic clerk sends a notice to 
each person when his examination 
date fall due. In smaller plants the 
physician himself calls the employes 
by telephone and makes the appoint 
ment. In either case the employe §is 
notified two days in advance and is 
thus given an opportunity to think 
over any questions upon which he

At the conclusion of thee xamina- 
tion the patient is given advice cov- 
ering the proper measures to be em- 
ployed for the correction of any 
major or minor disorders disclosed. 
In every instance he is referred to 
his family physician 

The Value of 
Health Supervision 

The necessity of periodic examina- 
tion of employes is best shown by the 
report of a group of eighty employes 
whom were found to be . suffering 
from major disorders that seriously 
undermined their efficiency. In a con- 
siderable percentage of the remain- 
der of this group minor defects were 
demonstrated which to a greater or 
less extent affected their usefulness 
at various times ; 

One of the most beneficial results 
of health supervision in industry is 
the point of iontact established which 
enables the examining physician to 
cffer advice on person hygiene, diet, 
exercise sleep. recreation and other 
health meeds In so doing the efficiency 
of the entire personnel of the plant 
is stepped up markedly. as_ records 
show that not less than sixty per 
cent studiously carry out the advise 
given. 

Many plants, both large and small 
today provide some form of health 
supervision for their employes and 
ir. all instances find it very much 
worth while. Tsere is no single 
measure that contributes as much to 
productive efficiency in industy as 
supervisiion of the health of those in 
whose hands rests its fundamental 
security ~

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
When to Operate for Appendicitis 
L.D.W. writes: “I have had two at- 
tacks of what our doctor pronounced 
appendicitis, from both of which I re- 
covered after medical treatment. How 
ever. I still feel some tenderness and 
occasionally some pain in the region 
of my appendix. The doctor said that 
I should have thea ppendix removed 
between attacks as results are better 
then. What do you advise?” 
Reply 

Your doctor is correct in saying 
that the best time to operate is be- 
tween the attacks. The parts are not 
£0 inflamed, your general condition 
is better. You might. however, try 
ciathermy which is often effective in 
clearing up the condition entirely: 
But before it is used one must be cer 
tain that there is no infection present 
if the tenderness gradually subsides 
and finally disappears entirely for 
several months you may consider the 
condition cleared up. If it does not 
disappear in two or three months sur 
gical removal is the proper procedure

HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES 


The arteries are normally elastic 


‘|Control of blood pressure is exercis- 


ed first of all by the heart or pump 
through the force and frequency of 
its beats; and secondly, by the arter- 
ies through their expansion or con- 
traction which abilities they possess 
as a result of their elasticity. Some 
ot the arteries are very large such 
as those in the abdomen and if they 
relax they are capable of holding all 
the blood in the body. Sometimes they 
do this with the result that the per- 
son faints because all the blood is 
drained away from the brain 

As we get older, the elasticity of 
the arteries is gradually lost. It is 
said with much truth that a man is 
as old as his servants. When the loss 
of elasticity is rapid, premature old 
age results. Along with the loss of 
elasticity, there is a thickening and 
tardening of the walls of the arter- 
ies They become more or less brittle 
and break comparatively easily; the 
calibre becomes smaller, on account 
of the thickening and this tends to 
raise the blood pressure. The result 
is a thickened and weakened artery 
with a blood pressure above normal

the arteries can be completely con-

Installment Plan Radio 
Sales Increase 

Sales of radio sets on the install- 
ment plan are gaining rapidly. More 
than 60 per cent of the entire es- 
timated purchases of $200,000,000 dur 
ing 1927 were made on this basis 

The ready market for cash sales 
that exist in the early days of radio 
is disappearing with the -increasing 
number of manufacturers and pur- 
chasers denoting stabilization of the 
radio manufacturing industry 

A survey completed by the Com- 
merce Department shows that 4,050 
cf 5,673 dealers who submitted re- 
ports transacted the greater share of 
Lusiness on the deferred payment 
plan year.

Of the 4,050 dealers who reported 
installment sales, 3,000 stated such 
sales amounted to between 50 and 100 
per cent of their total business for the 
year, Dealers on the Pacific Coat, in 
Washington, Oregon and California, 
reported the largest percentage of 
tales of radio equipment on the defer- 
red payment plan The lowest percen- 
tage was reported by dealers in the 
west north central group comprising 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska and
